The  exhausting  hours  of  registra- 
tion are  being  whittled  consider- 
ably as  many  BYU  students  are 
completing  their  trial  registration 
cards  with  their  advisor’s  approval 
prior  to  entering  the  fieldhouse, 
Jan.  30.  31. 

The  reports  of  student  participa- 
tion in  the  program  have  been 
tabbed  "encouraging”  b y Dr. 
Ralph  B.  Smith,  head  of  the  advise- 
ment program.  However,  he  stres- 
sed that  all  advisement  must  be 


completed  by  Jan.  12. 

According  to  Dr.  Smith,  the 
present  set  up  wilt  allow  those  stu- 
dents, who  complete  their  advise- 
ment before  Jan.  12,  to  immediate- 
ly begin  drawing  cards  in  the  field- 
house  as  soon  as  they  receive  their 
registration  padcets.  Their  approv- 
ed trial  registration  cards  will  be 
in  the  packet. 

Approximately  80  per  cent  of  the 
students  in  the  college  of  Fine  Arts 
have  received  pre-registration 
counseling,  said  Dr.  Smith,  with  a 
number  of  other  colleges  also 
showing  excellent  response.

seemed  chastened  and  was  not  his 
usual  flamboyant  self  at  the  cau- 
cus. They  said  he  based  his  soft- 
sell  defense  on  two  points: 

—That  he  had  done  no  more  than 
any  other  committee  chairman. 
—His  committee  had  written  an 
unparalleled  legislative  record  in 
the  six  years  he  headed  it. 

Powell  said  on  emerging  from 
the  session  that  he  doubted  he  ever 
would  be  chairman  of  the  Educa- 
tion and  Labor  committee  again. 

“This  is  the  reward  for  excel- 
lence,” Powell  said.  “Other  com- 
mittee chairmen  should  be  stripped 
for  far  more  serious  reasons  than 
those  presented  against  me.” 

Despite  the  action  by  the  cau- 
cus, Powell  still  faces  a challenge 
to  his  actual  seating  in  the  House 
when  Congress  convenes  Tuesday. 

Some  (rf  the  members  of  his 
party  who  voted  to  strip  Powell  of 
his  chairmanship  said  they  thought 
this  disciplinary  action  might  be 
the  only  way  his  place  in  Congress 
could  be  saved. 

Despite  this  reasoning,  Powell 
was  angered  by  the  vote. 

“I'm  going  to  have  a list  of  my 
own”— a list  of  people  who  should 
not  be  seated,  he  said. 

SOFTER  APPROACH 

Speaker  John  W.  McCormack,  D- 
Mass.,  who  favored  a softer  ap- 
proach, said  he  would  vote  Tuesday 
to  seat  Powell,  whose  wheelings 
and  dealings  got  him  in  trouble 
with  his  colleagues. 

“He  was  elected  by  the  people 
of  his  district,”  McCormack  said. 
“They  had  all  the  facts  before 
them.  There  was  no  election  con- 
test. The  people  of  a district  have 
a right  to  be  represented.” 

Powell,  who  encountered  a group 
of  vocal  supporters  outside  the 
House  chamber,  said  he  estimated 
the  voice  vote  to  strip  away  his 
chairmanship  was  about  75  to  25. 

Asked  what  he  thought  the  action 
would  do  to  the  party,  he  replied: 
“Oh,  I think  it  puts  them  down  the 
drain.” 

In  deposing  him  as  chairman, 
the  Democrats  rejected  the  advice 
of  McCormack.  He  had  suggested  a 
plan  under  which  Powell  would 
have  been  temporarily  suspended 
from  the  chairmanship  \s1iile 
charges  against  him  were  investi- 
gated.

Rep.  Frank  Thompson,  D-N.J.. 
head  of  the  liberal  democratic 
study  group  that  is  trying  to  pro- 
tect Powell’s  place  in  Congress, 
said  he  wasn’t  sure  the  caucus  ac- 
tion would  save  Powell. 

“But  it’s  the  only  thing  that 
could  save  it,”  Thompson  said, 
“without  it,  he  wouldn’t  have  a 
chance.” 

Republicans  caucused  later  in  the 
day  to  determine  what  stand  they 
would  take  on  seating  Powell  when 
the  issue  comes  up  Tuesday  after 
Congress  convenes. 

PREDICTS  RIOTS 

A group  of  negroes  supporting 
Powell  greeted  him  when  he  left 
the  caucus.  Later  one  of  them,  the 
Rev.  Henry  Ducley  Rucker,  pastor 
of  the  White  Rock  Baptist  Church 
in  New  York,  summed  up  their  re- 
action this  way: 

“The  seeds  for  violence  and  ra- 
cial hatred  have  been  sown.  We 
may  see  rioting  such  as  never  has 
been  seen  in  this  country  before.”

jjohnson  Will 
Discuss  Draft 

Washington  (UPI)— The  WTiite 
House  said  Monday  F*resident  John- 
son probably  would  disclose  some 
<rf  his  views  on  the  draft  in  his 
State  of  the  Union  message  Tues- 
day. 

The  draft  report  is  being  pre- 
pared  by  Johnson’s  national  advis- 
ory commission  on  selective  serv- 
ive,  which  is  expected  to  release 
i t s reconmendations  sometime 
later  this  month. 

The  commission  was  created  af- 
ter the  draft  was  criticized  as  being 
unfair,  particularly  to  iwn-students 
and  poor  persons.

Rep.  John  Francis  Fitzgerald,  D. 
Mass.,  delivered  what  may  have 
been  the  most  unrestrained  speech 
that  was  heard  in  the  House  about 
Roberts. 

The  43-year-old  Utah  Mormon 
was  denied  his  seat  on  the  same 
day.  It  was  one  of  the  rare  times 
that  the  House  had  decided  to  dis- 
regard the  choice  of  the  voters  and 
prevent  a man  from  taking  office.. 

It  may  happen  again  Tuesday 
when  the  House  is  asked  by  Rep. 
Lionel  Van  Deerlin,  D-Calif.,  to 
keep  Rep.  .Adam  Clayton  Powell,  D- 
N.Y.,  from  taking  his  seat  while  a 
select  committee  investigates 
charges  against  him. 

Van  Deerlin  is  following  the  pro- 
cedure used  against  Roberts. 

When  the  Utah  Democrat  pre- 
sented his  credentials  to  the  House 
on  Dec.  5,  the  opening  day  of  the 
56th  session,  he  was  met  by  a 
petition  carrying  7 million  signa- 
tures demanding  that  Roberts  “be 
cast  out”  and  any  number  of  Con- 
gressmen were  ready  to  do  the 
casting. 

ROBERT'S  CRIME 

Roberts’  “crime’’  was  that  he 
was  a polygamist.  He  had  three 
wives.  Living  with  “a  plurality  of 
women”  (as  one  member  described 
it)  was  against  the  law  in  Utah. 
He  had  been  convicted  of  the  of- 
fense in  1888  but  along  with  other 
Mormons  had  been  pardoned. 

Unfortunately  for  Roberts,  he  ar. 
rived  on  the  Washington  scene 
when  Mormons  were  the  victims 
of  prejudice. 

During  debate  on  opening  day  he 
did  not  deny  that  he  was  a Polyga- 
mist. He  simply  asked  that  if  he 
was  in  violation  of  any  law  why 
had  he  not  been  arrest^?  “I  walk 
the  streets  of  Salt  Lake  City  in 
open  day,  within  the  reach  of  the 
law.” 

Roberts,  the  member  of  a promi- 
nent Mormon  family,  told  the 
house:  “I  do  not  defend  the  cause 
of  Polygamy.”  But  like  other  adult 
Mormons,  R<^rts  felt  he  had  a 
mM'al  responsibility  to  the  women 
he  had  married  when  multiple  mar-  j

When  One  Finds  The  Truth

Curtis  E.  Ledbetter,  graduate  of 
Southern  Methodist  University  with 
a degree  in  tiieology  and  former 
USAF  Methodist  chaplain,  is  still 
at  the  “pulpit”  . . . teaching  Book 
of  Mormon  at  BYU. 

Ledbetter  is  an  instructor  in  the 
College  of  Religion  who  also  works 
with  BYU  testing.  He  has  gone 
through  a series  of  events  which 
led  to  his  conversion  and  eventual 
arrival  at  BYU  this  year.  “It  was 
quite  an  experience,  and  I’m  glad 
I went  through  it.”  comments  Led- 
better. 

His  story  begins  in  July,  1963, 
when  he  and  his  family  were  sta- 
tioned at  Lackland  Air  Force  Base 
in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  where  Ma- 
jor Ledbetter  was  serving  as  a 
Methodist  chaplain. 

LDS  NEIGHBORS 

“For  the  first  time  in  our  mili- 
tary career,  my  wife  and  I decided 
to  live  off  the  base,”  says  Led- 
better, “and  it  just  so  happened 
that  our  next-door  neighbor  was 
Capt.  Robert  M.  Griffith,  then 
bishop  of  the  San  Antonio  Second 
Ward.” 

It  wasn’t  long  before  a close 
friendship  developed  between  the 
families,  especially  between  the 
two  wives. 

One  morning  in  September,  Vir- 
ginia Ledbetter  opened  the  front 
door  and  found  a letter  from  her 
next-door  neighbor  Johann  Griffith 
and  a copy  of  “A  Marvelous  Work 
and  a Wonder.”  In  the  letter,  Mrs. 
Griffith  bore  her  testimony  and 
ask^  Virginia  to  read  the  book. 

After  several  delays,  relates  Led- 
better, his  wife  finally  read  the 
book  and  “from  the  first  chapter,  ^ 
she  knew  it  was  true.”  However, 
it  frightened  her,  because  she  had 
never  felt  that  it  was  necessary 
to  join  another  church. 

It  was  at  this  point  that  Mrs. 
Ledbetter  went  to  her  husband  and 
asked  him  to  “read  the  book  and 
tell  her  it  wasn’t  true.” 

“I  was  too  busy  at  the  time  and 
thought  the  thing  would  pass  by,” 
he  recalls.  “I  told  her  all  faiths 
had  worthwhile  beliefs  and  that  de- 
nomination didn’t  make  any  dif- 
ference.” 

For  the  next  five  months,  “Vir- 


ginia spent  five  to  six  hours  a day 
reading  all  the  Mormon  boks  she 
could  get  her  hands  on.  She  asked 
other  ministers  to  give  materials 
on  the  Mormon  Church  and  the 
more  she  read,  the  more  convinced 
she  was  that  the  Church  was  true,” 
continues  Ledbetter. 

When  asked  of  his  reaction  to  his 
wife’s  gi'owing  interest  in  the 
Church,  Ledbetter  says  that  “I 
actually  put  my  foot  down,  and 
didn’t  want  anything  to  do  with 
the  LDS  Church.  It  got  to  the 
point  that  I was  actually  rude  to 
the  Griffiths.” 

He  goes  on  to  say  that  shortly 
after,  he  was  reading  in  Acts  5:39 
where  it  says  “But  if  it  be  of  God, 


ye  cannot  overthrow  it;  lest  happy 
ye  be  found  even  to  fight  against 
God.”  This  scripture  affected  him 
very  deeply  and  he  under  went 
a change  in  attitude,  allowing  his 
wife  to  be  baptized. 

The  Ledbetters  were  transfered 
to  the  USAF  Academy  in  Colorado 
Springs,  shortly  after  Mrs.  Led- 
better’s baptism.  There  Maj.  Led- 
better met  two  members  of  the 
Church  who  were  on  the  faculty 
at  the  Academy,  and  took  another 
look  at  the  Church. 


But,  he  was  faced  with  a major 
decision,  because  the  idea  of  an 
ordained  Methodist  minister  with 
a Mormon  wife  worried  his  fellow 
chaplains.  They  told  him  that 
either  he  “should  get  out  of  the 
ministry”  or  have  his  wife  become 
a Methodist  again. 

Every  chance  that  he  had,  Led- 
better discussed  the  gospel  with 
his  LDS  friends  and  read  many 
books— both  pro  and  con  toward 
the  Church.  He  finally  became 
convinced  and,  as  he  puts  it— “If 
you  have  a testimony,  you  have 
no  choice.” 

Ledbetter  was  baptized  Dec.  3, 
1965,  and  soon  after  received 
discharge  from  the  Air  Force.  “The 
: other  chaplains  thought  I'd  lost 
my  marbles  and  was  doing  a very 
ridiculous  thing  by  joining  the 
Church,”  he  remarks.  “The  day  I 
was  signing  out,  people  told  me 
what  I was  missing  by  not  staying 
in;  but  if  you  look  at  what  you 
have  gained  by  being  a member 
of  the  Church  and  knowing  the 
gospel  in  its  fulness,  have  you 
really  given  up  anything?” 

Summer  came  and  he  took  his 
family  to  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
where  Ledbetter  finished  his  Mas- 
ter’s degree  at  St.  Mary’s  Univers- 
ity. 

With  a job  awaiting  Mr.  Led- 
better in  Colorado  Springs,  both 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ledbetter  decided 
to  go  through  the  Salt  Lake  Tem- 
ple. However,  Mr.  Ledbetter  never 
filled  the  job.  Instead,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ledbetter  came  to  Provo  and 
visited  their  former  neighbors,  the 
Griffiths.  Capt.  Griffith  is  presently 
with  the  ROTC  at  BYU. 

The  rest  of  the  story  is  evident. 
The  Former  Methodist  minister 
made  an  important  decision  in  his 
life.

GREAT  POTENTIAL 

Each  has  the  potential  to  become 
a great  collegiate  football  player, 
according  to  Cougar  grid  coach 
Tommy  Hudspeth. 

The  6’  2”, 182-lb.  Heaps  has  been 
a standout  at  Orem  High  for  the 
past  three  years,  winning  varsity 
letters  in  baseball,  football,  basket- 
ball and  track. 

As  a gridder.  Heaps  played  half- 
back on  the  1966  Orem  team  that 
took  second  in  the  state.  He  aver- 
aged 6.4  yards  per  carry,  scored 
72  points,  and  punted  for  a re- 
markable average  of  44.5  yards  per 
kick.

Tracy,  a 6’  3”,  205-Ib  speedster, 
will  play  tailback  for  BYU,  where 
the  Cougars  will  take  advantage  of 
his  size,  speed,  and  throwing  abil- 
ity.
